views of abstract thinkers. We must inquire 
into the history of those States which at one 
time possessed commercial and maritime supre- 
macy, and study the causes which led to their 
political and economic decline. So writes Mr. 
J. Ellis Barker in the “Nineteenth Century”. 
Having meade the inquiry and set forth its 
results in some detail, Mr, Barker declares 
that in the forties of the last century English 
merchants, believing that, as Mr, Cobden put 
it, England was destined by Nature to be, and 
always to remain, the workshop of the world, 
threw away the economic and political 
defences of their country. The quostion is, 
Will Great Britain, now, at the eleventh 
hour, learn the lesson of history? ,“The 
history of three thousand years teaches us 
that all the good things of this world, land 
and riches, commerce and shipping, are not 
to the peaceful and to the feeble, but to the 


'] warlike and to the strong ; not to the sluggard, 


armed with a ‘scientific’ formula pronounced 
by learned theorist, but toenergetic and ambi- 
tious men of action, armed with common 
sense ; that wealth and power can be preserved 
only by military strength ; that wealth is a bad 
substitute for power ; that power way easily 
be converted into wealth, but that money-bags 
do not defend themselves; that strength is better 
than wealth; that the neglect of the Army and 
the decay of agriculture have been fatal to 
all great commercial States of the past, from 
Pheenicia to Holland; that huge towns devour 
the strength of the country. Great Britain has 
allowed her agriculture to decay and she has, 
at the bidding of interested manufacturers and 
traders and of crazy theorists, erected the 
mightiest economic fabric the word has seen 
upon a single pillar, That pillar stands upon 
foreign ground, and foreign nations are en- 
gaged in sawing through that pillar, The 
British Empire can be preserved only as long 
as the British fleet is supreme, and the British 
fleet can remain supreme only as long as Great 
Britain can afford to maintain a larger fleet 
than any other nation. Great Britain is no 
longer the richest: nation in the world. The 
outlook for Great Britain and her colonies is 
very serious and threatening, for might is 
right in international politics. The law of the 
survivalof the fittest and strongest, which rules 
the whole animal and vegetable creation, 
applies with equal force to man and to 
his political associations, Great Britain and 
the British Empire stand at the parting 
of the ways. The greatest danger to Great 
Britain is her weakness. Great Britain 
must have strength commensurate with the 
extent of her possessions, or she will per- 
ish. The British Empire is merely a geogra- 
phical expression, ~In its unorganised state 
it is as little an empire as was the Dutch 
world-empire or the Phenician world-empire 
of old. The greatest States of all times havo 
perished because they have not acted in accord- 
ance with the spirit of the times. Unless 
Great Britain reforms herself, adapts herself 
to modern conditions, abandons her insane 
and pseudo-liberal policy of drift, neglect, and 
mammonism, miscalled non-interference, indi- 
vidualism, and free trade ; unless she husbands 

and develops her resources and increases 

her rapidly-ebbing national strength by 

reconstituting her agriculture and making 
the population warlike and prepared for war ; 

and unless the British Empire is unified—for 

only the united and organised strength of the 

whole of the a can suffice to defend it— 


Great Britain, and with her the British 


Empire, may, by the inexorable law of History 


and of Nature, follow the way which Phanicia, 
Carthage, Athens, Rome, Constantinople, the 
Arab Empire, Amalfi, Pisa, Genoa, Venice 
and the Dutch Empire have gone in the 
past.”

ATTITUDE NOT UNFRIENDLY. 


GREAT BRITAIN’S POSITION 
ACKNOWLEDGED. 


Prince von Biilow, the German Chancellor, 
delivered an important epeech in the Reichstag 
last week in reply to an interpellation on 
Germany's foreign policy, in which he referred 
at considerable length to the desire of Germany 
for friendly relations with her neighbours. The 
tone of the apeech throoghoat was concilia- 
tory, and the Chancellor's references to Great 
Britain were particularly felicitous, “No really 
profoand political difterences,” said the Chan- 
cellor, ~“‘exist betwee, Great Britain and 
Germany. ‘There have been moments of discord 
between the two peoples, for which, as is asaal 
in life, both parties were aboat eqaally to 
blame. There have, however, bsen no hostile 
sots. In intellectual matters, in the arts and 
sciences, ths two countries are close to one 
another. In the samo way. they are economis- 
ally interdependent. E:onomic competition 
and rivalry need not kindle any political 
antagonism, still leas a war. Germany and 
Bagland are good castomera to each other ; 
indeed, sach good customers that they both 


(‘ Hear, hear,” from the Loft.) For this reason 
alone all sensible people shonld do th sir atmost 
to remove misanderstandings and to foster 
mataoal anderstanding.” 

Prince Bii!ow went on to refer to the visit 
of, Garman civic represantatives and journalists 
to, Great Britain, and ssid that be hoped that 
gaod would ensue from both visits. He could 
confirm the remark that the enthasiasm mani- 
fegted atone time in Garmany for the Boers 
did not spring from hatred of Eogland. 

Continuing, Prince Biilow said : 

“We ackaowledge, and without reservation, 
the position which Great Britain bis long since 
meade for herself ia the world. That that is no 
figare of speech is provéd by ort attitade ia 
the Egyptian question. Prince Bismarck used to 
say, ‘In Servie, wo are Austrian ; in Balgaria, 
Rpasian ; in Bgypt, British.’ Since Prince Bis- 
marck’s day also we have pat no stone in the 
wey of Great Britain in Egypt, not even whan 
wo hada formal right to do ao. I refer to the 


ogeasion of the issae of the Khedival Deoree of | 
1904, to which we assented without question. |

“LE DEMI MONDE.” 


(From our THEATRICAL CORRESPONDENT.) 

By a crowning mercy no other Domas fils 
play will ba performed by Mme Hading. The 
“Demi-Monde’’ was most trying. Five sots 
fall of platitudes, complications, plots, and 
counter-plote, completed, or rather strangled, at 
last by a weird nightmare — denouement which 
seemed to give tbe lie to all the piece, ard 
all the note aimed at by the heroine. M. 
Arnaui is certainly very good : he has that 
quality - esprit-—hardly wit so mach as exact 
appreciation of the valne of his words and 
gestures, Ho did not exaggerate, and he was 
not theatrical. It would bave been s> easy 
to spoil Olivier de Palin, as easy as to mar 
Raymond de Nanjac, and I cannot say that

She fights it down resolutely. All her behaviour, 
her schemes, her love, fear, har most bitter 
trasting confession of all, hat prayers and 
hopes—all nse'ess, and far worse, all marred 
by that volte face at the end.

Nanjac, always 
only too ready to believa ill has cast her off 
and ia feeling virtaous and almost great !
